NEEDED, IS CLAIM 


By Federal Church Council 


New York, March 3.—(/)—Repre- 
sentatives of both the church and the- 
‘ater agreed tonight that reform within 
the theater is of vital interest to both 
institutions, and could be best brought 
about by cooperation betweeg them. 


Speakers at a dinner given by the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America, to representatives of 
church and drama, said that church 
leaders should actively support plays 
of which they could approve. That 
church representatives asked for bet: | 
ter plays; representatives of the the- | 


ater asked for better audiences hatues | 


which to present their plays. 
Arguing for theater reform, the Rev. 
George R. Andrews, chairman of the 
committee on drama of the federal 
council, said that such reform should 
come from within. Many people, he 
said, think only in terms of law and 
censorship legislation, but asserted 
that the less legislating done in the 


reguiation of art, education and re- 
ligion, the befter for civilization. 

Mr. Andrews said the church lead- 
ers could and should approve the 
plays and pictures of which they 
could approve, but, he explained, he 
wished not to be understood as say- 
ing that@the chureh should support 
only those plays and pictures which 
mention specifically some doctrine or 
program of the church. 

“This is a mistake too many clergy- 
men make,” he said. , “Too often they 
|indorse plays which at best can be 
praised only for their pious intent.” 

Channing Pollock, author and play- 
wright, said the only way to a better 
theater is through better audiences. 
“The problem,” he said, “‘was not pri- 
marily one of clean plays.” 

“Nothing is to be accomplished by 


censorships,” he asserted. “If you 
could make people good by acts of 
legislature, the American people would 
be chemically pure.’

Last Hour of Trading on 
Wednesday Shows Ten- 
dency to Bring Lull in 
Trading. 


New York, March 3.—Wall street 
breathed a bit easier when the mar- 
ket closed Wednesday, as the frantic 
trading of the last two days slowed 
up in @he last hour. The downward 
trend in many issues has not halted 
but brokers were inclined to see in 
the, slight .closing lull an indication 
that the decline Thursday would. be 
more gradual, with the bankers firmly 
in the saddle and no serious collapse 
of issues threatened. 

The last hour, with trading in 1,- 
076,700 shares, was no period = of 
{ranquillity, but in ‘the hours before 
the trading was even more spectacu- 
lar, breaking all records in a wild 
scramble that created the biggest mar- 
ket of all time. Prices of virtually 
every stock sagged as denforalized 
speculators threw in their holdings 
to save what they could. 

Huge Volume. 

The day saw a trading volume of 
5,837,700 shares which topped the 
previous record of 3,427,100) shares 
on November 10, 1925. 

It was trading on a seale never 
before witnessed on the stock ex- 
change. A second day of disastrous 
declines plunged Wall street into a 
ferment of excitement. Every brok- 
erage office in the city was crowded 
with excited speculators who storm- 
ed the tickers to watch the values 
of stocks they owned or held on mar- 
gin melt away. 

The board clerks, those smooth- 
haired, usually so confident indi- 
viduals who shout out the quotations 
to the brokerage house clients, found 
themselves for once announcing their 
own doom. For the rapidly declining 
market had wiped them out, too, and 
with hands that trembled they hung
